THE MICHIGAN CLUB. 
It Bubbles Over with I'atriotism aud 
Party Kntliustasin. 
Detroit, February 22<1. — The second 
animal banquet of the Michigan Club was 
held in Princess Rink, in this citv, to­ 
night. Covers were laid for 1,500, and 
several hundred more occupied seats in the 
gallery. Flags and vari-eolored streamers 
covered the walls and ceiling, and pictures 
(past and present) of Republican leaders 
were hung around the walls. On the south 
wall were the words, “ The glorv of the 
Nation depends greatly upon its power to 
enforce respect from others.” Facing it at 
the other end of the hall was, "Protection 
to every citizen, native or naturalized, at 
home or abroad.” Behind the Chairman’s 
table were pictures of Lincoln. Garfield 
and Senator Zacli. Chandler, draped with 
flags and streamers. Opposite was a pic­ 
ture of Senator Logan, over the words, 
“ Faithful in every duty, true in every 
trust, he will ever live in affectionate re­ 
membrance. His name is linked with 
fame that is undying.” Blaine and Sher­ 
man facetl each other from opposite ends 
of the ball. The names of States and 
statesmen appeared in bunting on every 
hand. 
A little afier 8 o'clock, Senator T. W. 
Palmer called the meeting to order, and 
Rev. Dr. Drexlord prayed. During the 
banqueting a brass band at the side of the 
ball played patriotic and other airs. After 
an hour spent at the table. Senator Palmer 
called to order and called out the Arion 
Quartet, who sang “ Michigan, My Michi­ 
gan.” Senator Painter touchingly referred 
to the presence last year of Senator Logan, 
who was “ such a man as the reputation of 
the party attracts and develops,” and in 
silence a toast to bis memory was drunk in 
clear water. The Chairman then spoke of 
the influence of the Club in the past year 
and the need of keeping at work. Taking 
the motto of an old German General, "For­ 
ward !” he called on the party in the State 
to respond and fight. His reference to the 
need of fighting for pensions called forth 
applause. 
The quartet sang, “ The Vacant Chair.” 
Governor Luce was then introduced and 
welcomed the guests of the evening in the 
name of Republicanism and oí Michigan. 
The first toast of the evening was, “ Wash­ 
ington, the Unionist,” to which Congress­ 
man C. A. Boutelle of Maine responded. 
In his introduction Senator Talnier re­ 
ferred to Blaine, and immediately hand­ 
kerchiefs were in the air, and applause, 
hearty and long continued, was evoked. 
After referring to the connection of Maine 
and Michigan, Mr. Boutelle spoke of 
Washington’s belief in a strong Govern­ 
ment, wtiich is just what the Republican 
party gives. He appealed to the young men 
to stick to the banner so gloriously carried 
by Lincoln. Garfield, Logan, Chandler and 
Blaine, and under which Washington 
would have marched, in support of good 
government. Fie closed with a review of 
the history of the Republican party, end­ 
ing amid great applause. 
Hon. John S. Wise, of Virginia, spoke of 
“ Washington, the Virginian.” The club 
arose to their feet and greeted him with 
three cheers, “ Dixie” being played in 
greeting. “ The South to-dav,” he said, 
“ could not be driven out of the Union if 
you should try. There is a growing feeling 
that the Republican party is the party for 
the South, because, knowing its princinlcs, 
it is not afraid to support them. TheSouth 
will be Republican, because the South is 
progressive, while the Democracy is nega­ 
tive and obstructive. The new South is 
dawning,’ and its development was spoken 
of at some length, while the so-called 
“ Jeffersonian simplicity” was derided. 
Mr. Wise asked that no bitterness be al­ 
lowed to stop the tide of the South toward 
Republicanism. He closed with a tribute 
to Washington and the flag he loved. 
After three cheers for the speakers the 
club dispersed to the tune of “ Auld Lang 
Syne.” Numerous letters were received 
by the committee, but they were not read.

BROOKS VS. SMITH. 
The V entora Statesm an Says Smith is a 
Prevaricator. 
W ashington, February 22d.—The New 
York World of this morning publishes 
among its specials from Sacramento an ac­ 
count of the investigation now being made 
by a special committee of the Assembly of 
charges against clerks of that body. Among 
accounts of the testimony of Assistant 
Clerk Smith it appears that J. Marion 
Brooks, the newly-appointed United States 
District Attorney for the Southern District 
of California, at present a member from 
Ventura county, requested Smith to have 
what is known as the Brooks pilot bill 
held back from the calendar until the boys 
could be fixed. 
To your correspondent Brooks said that 
the statement of Smith was false, and if his 
evidence was correctly reported lie would 
take some means to punish him for per­ 
jury. That pilot bill was the first bill in­ 
troduced into the Legislature. It was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Commerce and 
Navigation, and on his motion referred to 
the Judiciary Committee, and by said com­ 
mittee reported favorably; that by the sus­ 
pension of the rules it was read the first 
time and again referred to the Committee 
on Navigation, the committee to report in 
six days, which was done: that it did not 
pass; that he immediately had the bill 
read the second time tinder suspension of 
the rules, and within two days ordered en­ 
grossed and to a third reading. Brooks 
says that at no time could the bill have 
been advanced to a better position by Smith 
than it occupied when he left Sacramento.

SWIFT'S CHANCES. 
A Strong Candidate for the N ew Railroad 
Commission. 
W ashington, February L’2d.—It is pretty 
well settled that if California gets a mem­ 
ber on the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion it will be John F. Swift. Judge Field 
called on the President last week, and 
Cleveland questioned him very closely 
about Swift and talked about him at 
length. As Judge Field called to discuss 
other matters, he was somewhat snrprised 
at the pertinacity which Cleveland showed 
in referring to Swift. Judge Field spoke of 
Swift’s ability and integrity very highly, at 
the same time commending ex-Governor 
Daggett. The President lias spoken of 
Swift to every one from California who has 
called upon him whose judgment he 
thought worth having, and in every case 
Swift was spoken of in the highest terms. 
Swift's letter in the last campaign in regard 
to the American party pleased the Presi­ 
dent very much. He snid that the man 
who couid write that letter in the hight of 
a campaign has a great deal of moral cour­ 
age, and that is the kind of men he is look­ 
ing for for Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sioners. Judge Field spoke of Swift as a 
man of means, of travel, of the highest in­ 
tegrity and of tine ability. It is not at all 
certain that a member of tbe Commission 
will be taken from the Pacific coast, but if 
the President does go there for a Commis­ 
sioner ho will probably take John F. Swift. 


“ AMERICAN POLITICS.” 


Prelim inary W ork of the Iuduntrial 
N ational Convention. 
Cincinnati, February 22d.—At the even­ 
ing session of the Industrial Convention 
the number of delegates was much smaller 
than in the afternoon, owing to the ab­ 
sence of many who were engaged in com­ 
mittee meetings. There were about 200 
visitors in the dress circle, and the vast 
auditorium of Music Hall seemed almost 
empty. A letter was read from General J. 
B. Weaver/regretting his inability to be 
present. Fie suggested that the platform 
should chiefly relate to land, money and 
transportation. He favored tbe election of 
Senators of tbe United States by direct 
vote of the people of the States. 
He 
begged the committee to not put any new 
and startling principles in its platform. 
In conclusion, lie said: 
"Go ahead. 
Strike hard. Thy people shall be my peo­ 
ple : thy God shall be my God.” 
The rules were suspended to allow tbe 
reading of a resolution favoring eight hours 
as a day's work in all Government, State 
and municipal employment. 
The Committee on Permanent Organiza­ 
tion reported : For President, A. J. Streat- 
or, of Illinois; Vice-President. Richard F\ 
Trevellick, of Michigan ; and the report 
was unanimously adopted. 
Streator began his address by saying: 
“ Gentlemen of the Convention.” 
A lady delegnte asked; •• What about 
the ladies?” 
To which he responded : “ And ladies of 
the Convention—particularly the lady 
from Wisconsin.” Having thus started, 
he proceeded to say that the object of this 
Convention was to organize a party for the 
common good of the whole people, and 
to guard the weak against the strong. 
He wished it understood that this party 
was not the party of anarahy, though it 
was a fact that Anarchist s were not much 
heard of unlii there was an undue number 
ot millionaires. Nowit was the duty tf 
this party to guard equally against the" ex 
actions of the one class and the robberies 
of the other. His address w.«s devoted 
largely to advice in regard to things to be 
avoided in making a platform, and against 
the blandishments of politicians after the 
party had been organized and siarted into 
political notice. 
Several other addresses ot like tenor 
were made.

Tlio Subject Discussed l»y .Tames Russell 
Lowell. 
Chicago, F’ebruary 22d.—James Russell 
Lowell was greeted at Central Music Hall 
this afternoon by a brilliant audience, as­ 
sembled to hear hi :n deliver an address on 
“American Politics.” Kvery seat in the 
hall was taken long before the entertain­ 
ment was begun. On the platform was a 
distinguished array of gentlemen, includ­ 
ing ex-Cabinet officers, Federal and State 
Judges, Generals and lesser military of­ 
ficers. Bishops and other ecclesiastical dig­ 
nitaries, and many of the foremost repre­ 
sentatives of the commercial interests 
of Chicago and the Northwest. On behalf 
of the Union League Club, General George 
W. Smith, introducing Lowell, explained 
that the adJress was the first of an annual 
series to be delivered under the auspices of 
the club, the idea being to inaugurate, if 
possible, a revival of general recognition of 
the birthday of Washington, and to culti­ 
vate among tbe people a higher political 
culture. Lowell, on coming forward, was 
greeted with prolonged applause. He then 
proceeded to deliver his address, which was 
a marked and finished review of American 
political institutions and practices. The 
subject was bandied in an able manner, 
and appealed strongly in behalf of a greater 
degree of purity in politics. The address 
was well received. 
TRANSCONTINEX TAL TRAFFIC. 
The W estern Traffic Association in Ses­ 
sion at Cliicago. 
Chicago, February 22d.—The adjustm ent 
of such local and throngh rates as was 
reached by tbe General Freight Agents of 
the W estern Traffic Association lines was 
to-day settled by the managers of these 
roads who m et for this purpose. Tiiis much 
effected, the rem ainder of the tim e was 
given over to the problem of how best to 
harmonize the interests of the several lines 
in tbe different sections, so that Kansas 
City, St. Pan! and Council Bluffs through 
rates should not clash. There being con­ 
siderable difference of opinion on this 
point, its settlem ent was left for a general 
conference. 
A further disenssion of the 
subject will be had to-morrow. 
The General Managers of the transcon­ 
tinental railroads began to-day the consid­ 
eration of the interstate law", and the ne­ 
cessary steps to be taken to meet its re­ 
quirem ents. The session opened by the 
reading of a paper prepared by Creed Hay- 
mond, General Solicitor of the Soutnern 
Pacific Railroad Company. Tbe tenor of

Yesterday. 
New O r l e a n s, February 22d.—The 
“ Rex ” procession this afternoon was a 
brilliant affair, embracing a series of hu­ 
morous and burlesque tableaux. F'irst 
came a detachment of mounted Amazons 
in rich costumes: then followed twent 
cars, each containing tableaux. Tbe first 
division was illustrative of music, and 
various popular songs were sung. Follow­ 
ing “ Rex’s ” procession, came tbe Inde­ 
pendent Order of the Moon—a travesty on 
some prominent features and character­ 
istics of this Yankee nation.

Cattle on the G reat Ranges. 
D enver, February 22d.—Reports received 
at the ofticeof tbe Colorado Cattle-Growers’ 
Association indicate tbat south of Montana 
to tbe Gulf of Mexico cattle have wintered 
better than for many years. Reports from 
western Canada also -how that cattle have 
not suffered more than usual. A promi­ 
nent Montana cattleman to-day said : “ It 
is expected that a loss will occur in some 
portions of the Territory, where grass is 
short, but tbe losses, as reported by some 
of tbe Eastern papers, is greatly exagger­ 
ated. All danger to range cattle is now 
over, and cattlemen are looking forward to 
a year of prosperity.”

THE GERMAN ELECTION. 
Bism arck AVill Probably Secure a Bare 
M ajority. 
B e r l in , February 22d—8 a . m .— Results 
in seventy election districts are known. In 
twenty-two districts new elections will be 
necessary; in twelve tbe contest will be be­ 
tween Socialists and Septennists; in live, 
between Now German Liberals and Sep- 
tenuists; in one. between Centrists and 
Democrats ; in one, 1> •tween Socialists and 
New German Liberal, and in one between 
New German Liberal and Conservatives. 
Among the candidates returned are four 
Center, twenty National Liberals and live 
Socialists, two Imperialists, four Conserva­ 
tives,one Guelph,one New German Liberal 
and twelve Alsatians, including Herren 
Koble and Antonist. Other candidates of 
the Protester party who were recommended 
have been re-elected. 
Herr Oichleter is the onlv New German 
Liberal yet re-elected. 
B erlin , February 221—11 a. h.—From 
present calculations Bismarck will barely 
obtain a majority for ¡bis scpteunate bill. 
He required 40 voles; be has alreadv won 
20. It is almost certain that the Govern­ 
ment will not obtain a majority sufficient 
to adopt the military bills. Herr Wind- 
tburst has been re-elected. The Progres­ 
sionists are demoralized. They have met 
with an unexpected defeat and have al­ 
ready lost 17 seats. They haveonly gained 
one seat. The Socialists have lost 7 ami 
gained 3. The total Socialist vote shows an 
increase of 500,000. The National Liberals 
have gained nearly as many seats as they 
have lost. 
B e r l in , February 22d—2 i\ m —At this 
hour the results are known. The candi­ 
dates elected include 17 Conservatives, 5 
Imperialists, 43 Nationalist Liberals, 14 
Centrists, 4 new German Liberals, 6 Social­ 
ists and 14 Poles and Alsatians. In thirty 
districts new elections will be required. So 
far 103 candidates have been definitely 
elected, comprising 66 Septennists and 37 
opponents of tiic Government. 
Berlin, February 22J—p. m.—Supple­ 
mentary elections will be held on March 3d. 
Herr Benningsen, the National Liberal 
leader, is elected.

B erlin, February 22d—p. m.—Ttie Na­ 
tional Zcitunff, commenting upon the elec­ 
tion, says: "The results, as tar as known, 
give presage of a brilliant sepiennate vic­ 
tory. Tite iesults ascertained this afternoon 
include twenty-six seats won from the 
Reichstag majority of January 14th, while 
the National Liberals have wrested from 
their opponents twenty-three districts, of 
which twelve were lost by New German 
Liberals, three by Centrists, five by Social­ 
ists and three by Democrat*. qqlf. New 
German Liberals have veritably suffered a 
crushing deteat.” 
Tin- NnrKricl/en says: " If any conclu­ 
sion can be drawn from a general sum­ 
mary of the results, the prospects of the 
National parties are decidedly favorable. 
The 90und tense of the German people 
has met tbe disgraceful experiments in tbe 
agitation of the apostles of revolution 
with a resistance which was evidently not 
expected by tbe allied opposition parties. 
Accordingly, among tbe latter there pre­ 
vails general disappointment. Among the 
New German Liberals a feeling of intense 
dismay is plainly discerned between the 
high-sounding phrases of their party press. 
If the outcome of tbe elections is such aa 
to leave our enemies In no doubt as to the 
fact that we are firmly determined to de­ 
fend ourselves to the utmost for the pro­ 
tection of the Fatherland, and are ready to 
make all sacrifices when ¡he Emperor asks, 
then the maintenance of peace is perhaps 
secured.” 
It is reported in official circles that the 
Emperor will summon the Reichstag to 
meet, without waiting for supplementary 
elections to be held, as soon as the verified 
returns show the election of a sufficient 
number of Deputies to constitute a quorum.

In consequence of the popular nature of 
the Teutonic words in the language, the 
Saxon element largely preponderates in 
the works of our greatest writers. The 
pronouns, numerals, prepositions and aux 
iliary verbs, tbe names of the elements and 
their changes, of the seasons, the heavenly 
bodies, the divisions of time, the features 
of natural scenery, the organs of the body, 
the modes of bodily action and posure, the 
commonest anímale, the words used in ear­ 
liest childhood, the ordinary terms of traf­ 
fic, the constituent words in proverbs, the 
designation of kindred, the simpler emo­ 
tions of the mind, terms of pleasantry, sa­ 
tire, contempt, indignation, invective and 
anger are tor llie moat part of Saxon 
origin. Words indicating a more ad­ 
vanced civilization and complex feeling, 
and most of the terms employed in art’ 
science, mental and moral philosophy, are 
of classical origin. The English language 
which is now spoken by nearly one hun­ 
dred millions of the earth’s inhabitants, is 
in its vocabulary one of the most heteroge­ 
neous that ever existed. There is, perhaps, 
no language so full of words, evidently de­ 
rived from the most distant sources, a- En­ 
glish. Every country of the globe seems 
to have brought some of its verbal manu­ 
factures to tfie intellectual market ot En­ 
gland ; Latin, Greek, Hebrew, ('eltic, Saxon, 
Danish, French, Spanish, Italian, German 
—nay, even Hindustani, Malay and Chi­ 
nese words are mixed together in the En­ 
glish dictionary.—Rtchange.

THE LAW’S DELAYS. 


No record exists of such persistent en­ 
deavor in behalf of any crim inal to avoid 
being brought to the bar of justice as is 
made up by the story of Goldcnson’s at­ 
tem pt to |iostpone his trial for the m urder 
of the young girl Kelley. 
H e luts had 
ample tim e in which to prepare for trial, 
but when the bust and remotest excuse for 
delay was exhausted, his attorneys appear 
to have been made the instruments for 
further effort to put off the hour when lie 
must answer for his crime. 
One of his 
attorneys being engaged in a civil case in 
another Court, and another in the Legisla­ 
ture, were facts advanced as reasons fur 
still further delay. 
B ut they did not 
avail, and the Court appointed competent 
lawyers to conduct the defense. 
But with 
these both Goldenson and his family re­ 
fuse to hold any consultation, and one of 
the attorneys in disgust declined to have 
anything further to do w ith the case. 
W hereupon additional counsel was assigned 
by Judge M urphy, and the trial ordered 
on. 
At this still another lawyer appeared 
and inter[K>se<l objections to the trial pro­ 
ceeding 
on behalf of the defendant’s 
original attorney, who was busy in trying 
a civil case. 
The Court sternly over­ 
ruled 
these 
objections, 
and 
the trial 
began 
on 
Monday. 
W hile 
we feel 
very much disposed to commend Judge 
M urphy for being the first to break the 
back of the vicious system of continuance 
and delay in criminal trials, and to ap­ 
plaud the firmness with which lie resisted 
the various efforts made to put oil’ tiie case 
until the witnesses are dead and a new 
generation of men have come upon the 
scene of action, we doubt if lie should he 
praised. 
F or has he done anything more 
than his duty? 
I t lias come to be the 
rule in our crim inal Courts in great cities 
th at delay is the chief clement of defense, 
and th at it is unmerciful to the accused to 
refuse it. 
But the public temper, under 
this pernicious practice, has been warmed 
to the point of revolt. 
The Judges would 


1 ) 0 dullards, indeed, if they do not sec- 
tliat the practice of delay has brought the 
law into contempt ami the Courts into 
disrepute, and that presently a revolution 
will take 
place 
th at will 
undermine 
the 
very 
seat 
of 
justice 
unless 
radical 
reforms 
are 
inaugurated. 
T he 
initial 
step 
has 
been 
taken 
by Superior .Judge M urphy. 
He had the 
courage to place public interest in advance 
of the convenience of law yers; he has read 
to the men and women of the criminal 
class a new lesson. 
They are to learn now 
th at if in youth thov do crime, they shall 
certainly he tried before old age comes on. 
F or this return to duty-doing let Judge 
M urphy have due meed of praise. 
lie has 
set an exam ple that will make his Court 
famous, and has inaugurated a system that 
ought to strike terror to the hearts of evil­ 
doers, for it means the cutting from be­ 
neath their feet of the chief hope of es­ 
cape, and which has heretofore, in a m a­ 
jority of cases, been realized. 


STAMP AND LABEL BILLS. 


The K e c o r d - U n io n has exhaustively 
shown the errors and lolly-of the “ stamp 
and Ial>el ” hills l>efore the legislature, 
and ¡sainted out the great injury th at must 
result from the enforcement of laws of that 
character. 
The M anufacturers’ Associa­ 
tion, which must he assumed to understand 
the m atter thoroughly, has entered its pro­ 
test against these hills, which constitute a 
serious menace to m anufacturing inter­ 
ests in the State. 
AH these measures 
are aimed at the Chinese. 
They are part 
and parcel of the vicious legislation which 
lias so long been aimed at that class of la­ 
borers, uniformly failed to achieve the 
desired result, and which, quite as much as 
any other cause, has contributed to retard 
legitim ate and direct efforts to prevent 
this State being overrun with a non-assim- 
ilahle class, ami peopled by a race antago­ 
nistic in tradition, habit, thought and all 
else, to our civilization. 
No journal has 
labored more assiduously than the Rix> 
o rd -U n io n to secure direct, em phatic and 
effective legislation for the exclusion of the 
Chinese. 
It has from the outset realized 
the danger of th at clem ent to the workers 
and employers alike in America. 
It has 
industriously pointed out the impossibility 
of adm itting the Chinese laborer to our in­ 
dustrial walks without bringing American 
labor down to his low level—one that is 
incompatible with the existence of home­ 
building and citizen-rearing workers. But 
all such indirect methods of persecution as 
are typified by these “ stam p and labor 
b ills” we have uniformly opposed and 
looked upon as not only beneath the dig­ 
nity cf the .State, hut absolutely injurious ' 
to the anti-Chinese cause.

These hills are against labor, 
because by addditionally burdening wage- 
paving capital they repress its investment 
in such productive enterprises as would 
employ labor. They will not cause the em­ 
ployment of one less Chinaman, while 
they will probably deprive thousands of 
white men of the employment they would 
have if capital were encouraged instead of 
being kicked.” 
No one lias yet satisfactorily replied to 
the point made by the R ecord-U niox 
against the chief of these m easures; that 
were it a law, it would close all th e small 
canneries and handicap the efforts of small 
orchardists. I t has been said in the Senate 
that the small canners will really improve 
their business by labeling their products. 
But this argum ent closes its eyes to the 
fact that in the chief m arkets this promis­ 
cuous 
labeling 
depreciates values, and 
cheapens the product to such an extent 
th at the large handlers will not deal in 
them . They do not and will not, as a rule, 
buy direct from the small producers, and 
the latter cannot in fact, reach the chief 
m arkets; they must depend largely upon 
sales of their products to large manufact­ 
urers who can fill orders for full lines and 
so grade goods as to meet the demand of 
the distant markets. 


PURIFY THE BALLOT. 


THE “ SLICKERS ” BILL A DEFIANCE. 


By an Act of Congress passed in July, 
1SSC, it is declared to Ite unlawful to wash 
m ining debris by hydraulic processes into 
the navigable rivers or their tributaries, so 
as to render it liable to reach the nav­ 
igable channels. 
And to effectually pre­ 
vent this evil, it is provided th at the Sec­ 
retary of W ar may invoke the aid of the 
Courts. 
In this law there is no exception of 
‘suspensory m a t t e r i n d e e d “detritus” 
and “slickens” are words expressly used, 
and the “tributaries” of the rivers are 
especially specified. 
There is, therefore, 
an express Federal statute forbidding pre­ 
cisely w hat the Legislature of California is 
now asked to legalize, so far as it can. 
There can he no question th at this per­ 
missive bill, if enacted into law, will he 
held to contravene the Federal statute 
and therefore be w ithout lawful effect. 
Jf 
the Legislature passes the hill as asked for 
by the hydraulic miners, it will not pre­ 
vent the Secretary of W ar from bringing 
the actions provided for by the Act of 
Congress. 
To erect the hill into a law will there­ 
fore involve the whole question in new 
legal entanglements. 
T hat this will result 
in serious injury to the State no one can 
doubt. 
The passage of the Act will he a 
menace to capital invested in the valleys, 
and especially along the riv ers; it will re­ 
open the “slickens contest” to the very 
bottom of the old so re; project it anew 
into politics, and prove a source of endless 
contention and wrangling between sec­ 
tions, th at must result in m aterial injury 
to all concerned. 
W e look upon it as the 
very worst possible policy on the part of 
the miners, and as certain to result in­ 
juriously to them, foster in them vain 
hopes, and end in their hitter disappoint­ 
ment. 
One thing the people of the valle}' are 
now hound to do, anil th at is importune 
the Secretary of W ar to bring the actions 
authorized by law, and thus have made 
effective the will of the nation. 
W e 
quote : 
For im proving th e Sacram ento and F eather 
rivers, California. $40,000 ot th e m oney hereto­ 
fore appropriated for im proving said rivers. 
'■ * * * not to lie used until the Secretary of 
W ar lie satisfied tn at hydraulic mining, hurtful 
to navigation, has erased on said rivers'and their 
tributaries. If lie he not so satisfied he is hereby 
instructed to institute such legiil proceedings as 
m ay be necessary to prevent the washing, 
sluicing, dum ping or discharging detritus, debris 
or dickens, caused by or arising from such hy­ 
draulic turning, into eith er of said rivers, or 
th eir tributaries, or into the San Joaquin riv. r. 
or any o f its tributaries, or in or to such place or 
situation from which such detritus, debris or eiickciis 
may be liable tube trashed, or curried by storm s or 
floods into eith er of said rivers or tributaries. 
And he is hereby instructed to use of said sum as 
m uch as m ay be necessary for said purpose. 
Already this law defines what is hurtful 
to navigation— “detritus, slic/tau, debris, 
liable to he carried down by storms and 
floods into the navigable rivers.” 
Clearly, 
this hill forbids the very thing it is pro­ 
posed the Legislature shall give the sanc­ 
tion of its w arrant. 
“ Detritus” is the 
identical diluvial m atter which the hill 
proposes may be sent over the dams into 
the tributaries of the navigable rivers. 
“ Slickens” is precisely the m atter th at is 
carried in suspension by the waters, and 
that lias done sucli immeasurable injury to 
tiie lands of the valley and so choked the 
channels of the rivers. 
These are the de­ 
posits against whicli Congress especially 
declared, and are those worn away by 
attrition of waters with solid m atter, and 
which may be carried over the proposed 
dams. 
M ore than this: The storage pro­ 
posed by the hill will do that which Con­ 
gress especially provides shall not be done 
—so “ place” the washings of hydraulic 
mines that they will be liable to he washed 
or carried “ by storms and floods ” into the 
rivers. 


T h e hill—an absolutely necessary hill— 
introduced in the Senate three weeks ago 
m aking provision fur further publication 
of State school-books lias not yet got out of 
the hands of a committee. 
W hy? 
There 
is no politics in the m atter; it calls for no 
outgo, for all the money returns, on sale of 
the I ooks. 
It is a mere m atter of machin­ 
ery—hut to foster a system that saves to 
the people fully fifty per cent, of the former 
cost for school-books. 


An d still the hill to prevent lottery 
thieves preying upon the people lingers in 
the lap of delay and feebly cries for rescue. 
W ill some one advance a single reason 
why this hill should not become a law, 
and speedily ? 


In tem p era n ce in A frica. 
H enry M. Stanley attributes the good 
health he has been able to m aintain during 
bis African hardships to his abstemious 
habits. 
His first experience was on the 
Abyssinian expedition in 18(57. 
He says : 
•• I used no liquor: my food consisted of 
meat, procured by the slaughter of the cat­ 
tle of the country, and a common dark 
bread, made from m illet and m ilk. 
1 was 
not a day ill from the beginning until the 
expedition returned home in May, 1SGS.” 
W hen he formed his expedition to tv d 
Dr. Livingstone he employed two white 
men and two hundred natives. H e says: 
"O ne of the white man, Shaw, has been 
the mate of an American ship, and the 
other, Farqnahar, the mate of an Eng­ 
lish ship. 
Both had been accustomed 
to haniship, hut were fond of liquor. 
It was the awful consequences attending 
their indulgence in it that first aroused my 
attentinn to the effect of alcoholic stim ­ 
ulants in Africa. 1 sent Farquahar forward 
a few miles to form camp, and when pay­ 
ing up the hotel and other hills. I fouad 
that he had drank eighteen bottles of 
brandy before starting. The effect upon 
him was still visible after we had journeyed ' 
150 miles. 
He then became dropsical and 
died. Shaw had been helping him to con- j 
sum e the brandy at Zanzibar. 
H e was j 
morose, arid when he could get nontore left j 
me at .Udyanyenne. 500 miles m arch. 
I i 
heard that he, in delirium , I suppose, pm 
an end to his life. I continued iny journey ¡ 
with the natives until LCo"’a-Utéarpo T U * ..)

W hen a representative of the people of 
this great State will rise up in a legislative 
hall and boldly declare that he can take a 
sack and go into a county at election time, 
among the “ hungry horde of oflice-seekers 
and pot-house politicians, and carry any 
measure he desired, etc.;” when voters are 
publicly bought and so ld ; when men not 
purchasable are threatened with political 
ostracism if they dare to vote in accord­ 
ance with their honest convictions, I think 
it is tim e to call a halt.

It is the "duty of every citizen—every 
patriot, to guard and preserve the purity of 
the ballot, and not to wink at (as was done 
during the last campaign) the bold and 
open traffic in votes. 
The elective fran­ 
chise, when rightly made use of, is a price­ 
less g ift; but when the possessor of this 
priceless boon barters it away for a few 
paltry dollars or a few drinks of whisky, 
he becomes unw orthy to exercise the priv­ 
ilege and ought to be politically proscribed, 
along with women, although I, for one, 
would not be proud of their company. 
Political power in the hands of the ignor­ 
ant and corrupt is instrum ental of great 
harm and endangers the liberties of the 
people by defeating their will. 
It should 
never be intrusted to ignorant or incom­ 
petent hands, but to persons of established 
probity, rather than political spoilers, and 
all sins against the ballot should he rigidly 
punished. 
If our law makers would pay a 
little attention to the revision of our elec­ 
tion laws, so as to restore the elective fran­ 
chise to us in all its pristine purity, and 
less to the magnificent game of grab that 
many of them are playing at, it would re­ 
dound greatly to their credit.

PACIFIC COAST. 


A C on ven tion o f L ib rarian s. 
A resolution ha3 been introduced in the 
Assembly inviting other States to join Cali" 
fornia in a proposition to have their State 
Librarians meet in Convention. 
The pur­ 
pose would appear to be a good one. and it 
is believed that Mr. Spotford, the Librarian 
of Congress for so many years, would at­ 
tend and give the Convention the benefit of 
his long experience. 
It appears that State 
libraries are prevented from being all they 
should because of want of uniform ity of 
adm inistration. Thus it m ay be news to 
most, that only a lew State libraries, which 
of all others should contain such m altets, 
receive the official reports of commissions 
and advisory State boiiies. 
This is due to 
absence of laws for exchange. 
For in­ 
stance, the valuable reports of the New 
York Railroad 
Commission cannot he 
found in our State Library, and probably 
the reports of our own Railroad Commis­ 
sion cannot be exam ined in the library at 
Albany, simply because, while the Com 
missions may exchange reports, there is no 
regulation for placing them in State libra 
ries. This exchange of official documents 
between State libraries is, of course, essen­ 
tial 
tq. m ake them complete reference 
libraries. A uniform system of exchanges it 
is believed can be effected by the consulta­ 
tion and 
recommendation of those in 
charge of State libraries. Mr. Wallis, of 
the California library, lias endeavored to 
accomplish the desired end by correspond­ 
ence, but this has been found to be tedious 
and ineffective. The Librarian of the State 
of Iowa, and of South Carolina, Ohio, and 
some other States, have labored in the same 
direction, but as yet with little success. 
The exchange system can, it is believed, be 
extended to foreign countries if a union of 
effort is made. No one State Library now 
has a complete exchange system with any 
State or country. Some of the States do 
not even provide for postage for distribu­ 
tion of ¡ubi c documents. It is grea'iy 
desirable that alt reports on irrigation, 
penological matters. State asylums, State 
scientific research, State legislation, geo­ 
logical surveys, etc., should be found in 
every State library. 
In most cases the 
laws provide for forwarding of such docu­ 
ments to the Governors, Secre ari. so t State, 
or other officials, and only through the 
courtesy of such can the libraries procure 
these books. In response to inquiry on 
this subject State Librarian W allis writes : 
“ Publications of this character are not al­ 
ways found in book-seliers’ catalogues, and 
are thereby) lost to the State libraries of 
many of the States. State libraries should 
be the repositories of all publications of 
this kind, and States should not compel 
their Librarians (as the Slate of California 
does) to go a begging for the reports of 
m any cf 
the 
im portant societies and 
commissioners—the Agricultural Society, 
for instance. 
“ The indexing of public documents, 
throughout the entire Union. I am com­ 
pelled to say, as a rule, is a disgrace to the 
intelligence of the age. Many persons who 
have examined these excuses of indexes 
for information, go away disgusted, evi­ 
dently saying to themselves. ‘T hat man 
bad better make another index and then 
die.’ 
I learn by correspondence that State 
Librarians take this m atter to heart, for 
tiie abuse they have received from those 
using tiie libraries, and should they ever 
have an opportunity to meet in conference 
the appeal they will send to every Legis­ 
lature, demanding that competent men be 
provided for the im portant work of index­ 
ing, will be certainly beetled. 
“ They will also ask that each State pass a 
law making it a misdemeanor fur anyone 
publishing a report or book for a State, 
wiihuut either making its title-page or ex­ 
am ining it before publication, or to permit 
the printer to prepare the title-page in total 
ignorance t f its contents, as is so largely 
the custom now. 
As for myself, I have 
seen enough, and too much, of deceptive 
title-pages from priuters. 
This pioposed 
conference, of which you inquire, will no 
doubt labor to establish a uniform system 
of binding ot books for libraries. 
If it 
meets with success, this item alone will 
save the State libraries many thousands of 
dollars yearly, as the experience of many 
em inent librarians and hook men of the 
world has proven the injurious effects 
which the lighting and heating of libraries 
have upon certain bindings, and the proper 
buildings for libraries, shelving, disposi­ 
tion of duplicates, cataloging, appropria­ 
tions and many other im portant m atters of 
reform will doubtless be considered. 
An 
interchange of views between librarians 
upon these and kindred topics, including 
library administration, will no doubt make 
the State libraries repositories of reference 
works and of information pertaining to the 
industries and resources of the States, and 
of standard works of literature and sci­ 
ence. rather than of novels, the ephemeral 
literature and unprofitable classes of books, 
too many of which they now contain to the 
exclusion of more valuable works.” 
It may he added tha: such a convention 
would probably result in the discovery that 
libraries are much imj>osed upon by pub­ 
lishers and syndicates of publishers, and 
that economy may be conserved in direc­ 
tions now scarcely possible, if those in 
charge of State libraries once compare 
notes. The best system of cataloguing is a 
m atter of debate, and in such a o- :ven:ion 
would be a most interesting topic for de­ 
bate and comparison of 
viev ;. 
The 
American Library Association, which holds 
annua! sessions, does not include in its de­ 
liberations State libraries, but on! •• private 
and society collections, but to ail such i: 
has been an aid, and for them has conserved 
great economy. Sncii a convent 
n at most 
could cost only the transportation fees of 
librarians, and it would probably, so far as 
that is coucerned. prove an economic out­ 
lay.

The average weight of the brain in men 
is 47 ounces, and in women some four or 
five ounces less, the hum an organ being 
absolutely heavier than that of any of the 
lower anim als except the elephant and the 
whale, with brains of ten aud five pounds 
respectively. 
As a rule, m ental capacity 
and the size of the brain quite closely cor­ 
respond, and it has been observed that a 
brain weight of less than 32 ounces in an 
adult person is always accompanied by a 
defective intellect. The rule has its excep­ 
tions, however, a notable one being that of 
Gambetta, the sm all weight of whose 
brain, being less than 44 ounces, is attract­ 
ing the attention of French anthropolo­ 
gists. 
A contrasting case has recently 
been furnished in an idiot with a brain of 
55 ounces. Fam iliar great brains are those 
of Cuvier and Webster, each exceeding (54 
ounces; of Dr. Abercrombie, G3 ounces; 
and of Duypretcn, 63J ounces. Descartes, 
Raphael and Voltaire had small heads, 
while that of Napoleon was only slightly 
above (he average, and that of Schiller not 
at all. 
The lightest 
brain on record 
weighed eight ounces, and belonged to an 
idiot boy, and that of an idiot woman 
weighed ten ounces. The average brain of 
Englishm en is 49 ounces; that of French­ 
men a little over 45 ounces; that of Dutch, 
Italians. Swedes and Lapps conies nearer 
the English, while the German brain is 
heavier. 
In India the weight is from 41 to 
44 ounces; in Africa 43, and in America 46. 


A irin g R oom s. 
It is a great m istake that the whole 
house, particularly sleeping rooms and the 
dining rooms, receives little ventilating and 
purifying the air when it can be done with 
so little trouble and no expense. 
A 
pitcher of cold water placed on a table or 
bureau will absorb all the gases with which 
the room is tilled from the respiration of 
those eating or sleeping in the apartm ent. 
Very few realize how im portant such puri­ 
fication is for the health of the family, or, 
indeed, understand or realize that "there 
can he any im purity in the rooms, yet in a 
few hours a pitcher or pail of cold water— 
the colder tiie more effective—will make 
the air in the room pure, but the water will 
be entirely unfit for use. 
In bedrooms a pail or pitcher of water 
should be always kept, and changed often 
if any one stays in the room during the day, 
certainly be put in fresh when the in­ 
mates retire. Such water should never he 
drunk, but either a covered pitcher or glass 
bottle with a stopper should be used for 
drinking water, and always be kept closely 
covered. 
Im pure water can es more sick­ 
ness than even im pure air, and for that rea­ 
son, before using water from a pum p or 
reservoir for drinking or cooking, one 
should pum p or draw out enough to clear 
the pipes before using it, particularly in 
the morning, after the water has been 
standing in the pipes all night.—Philadel­ 
phia Call.

P r o te c tio n to O ur In d u stries a n d E v i­ 
d en ces o f A p p ro a ch in g P rosp erity. 
President Stetson, of the San Francisco 
Board of Trade, in hÍ3 late report, makes 
the following observations of general in­ 
terest : 
It has been proposed to Congress to so 
am end the present tariff as to reduce the 
duty on nuts and raisins one cent per 
pound. 
As California is the only portion 
of the United States that produces these 
fruits in marketable quantities, it is our 
! duty to em phatically protest against any 
reduction that will ham per or tend todis- 
' courage this industry which has such a 
splendid future before it. The principal 
m arket for this production lies 2,500 miles 
from us, in which the present duty offsets 
m aterially the difference in freight between 
the ports in Spain by water carriage and 
the railroad freights in this State. The 
value of (he raisin crop in California last 
year was $1,000,000. Those competent to 
judge predict the value of the crop of 1887 
at $1,500,000, with a proportionate increase 
for m any years to come. 
The trade of San Francisco during the 
year 1SS0 has been fully equal in volume 
and am ount to that of ten years ago. W hen 
it is considered that by the construction of 
the railroad connecting Oregon and South­ 
ern California with the East, we lost some 
of the territory formerly supplied and now 
still retain the same volume of trade, it is 
evidence positive that we have gained in 
Central California all we lost in Oregon and 
Soulhern California. This will continue, 
and I believe the m erchants in San F ran­ 
cisco can be assured by diligence of an in­ 
crease in their transactions annually for 
m any years to come. The effect of the 
citrus fairs of Sacramento in 1885 and 188G 
is beginning to be felt in the increased in 
quiry concerning lauds, climate and so 
torth, in Central 
California. 
M any of 
the counties which had hitherto made 
but 
little 
effort 
to 
m ake 
known 
their 
genial 
climate and 
great pro­ 
ductive qualities, are now moving in 
that direction which is sure to he productive 
of great results at no distant date. 
In the 
southern part of the State there now exists 
a great activity in the purchase of real 
estate, creating that which is termed a 
“ boom.” 
That great influx of people in 
that section of tiie State is not without a 
beneficial influence on the central part of 
the State, as m any of the visitors there 
also visit our city and vicinity, and from 
the well known attractions here will be in ­ 
duced to settle upon our Central California 
lands. 
The population of the State has increased 
considerably in the year 18SG, and this in­ 
crease is estimated to be between 30,0U0 
and 40,000.

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THAT ISTESTIGATIOX. 


M ore T estim ony A b o u t tlie A dvancing of 
B ills on F ile—New D evelopm ents. 
Last night the Assembly Committee, ap­ 
pointed to investigate the charges against 
Ray Falk, the assistant minute clerk, who 
is charged with mutilating the file in the 
supposed attempt to advance the position 
of the bill creating Gleun county on the file, 
met in the Assembly chamber. A large 
number of spectators were present, and 
among which were several ladies, a num ­ 
ber of members of both Houses, and a score 
of reporters. 
The first witness called was frank D. 
Ryan, Chief Clerk, who gave an outline oí 
the manner in which business is done at 
the desk—taking a bill from its introduc­ 
tion, following it through the committees, 
first, second and third reading, and posi­ 
tion on the file. He then outlined the 
duties of the several clerks at the desk, and 
stated what each had to do with the bills 
us they passed through their hands. 
Ed. J. Smith was next called. He could 
not state, in response to questions by Ells­ 
worth, that any amendments attached to 
bills had been torn off. 
“ Y’ou have so stated, have you not?” 
“ Not to this committee, I haven’t.” 
“ But have you not to others?” 
111 may, in general conversation, have so 
stated.” 
“ Well, if you did so state, the statement 
was untrue, was it?” 
“ Yes, sir, I may have so stated in gen­ 
era! conversation.” 
Smith then went over considerable of 
the testimony he bad already given, telling 
names of persons that had attempted to 
induce him to change the position of bills 
on the tile. He took his file that he had 
kept from day to day, aud pointed out 
cheek-marks made by different individuals 
and explained what they meant. On page 
5 of the file of January 25tb, check-marks 
appeared before bills Nos. 122 and 140, rela­ 
tive to insurance. He explained that these 
were made by Mr. Shaeu, who said that 
Mr. Mann requested one to be shoved as 
far ahead as possible, the other as far down 
the file as jiossibA. He did not promise 
me anything Tor it. He simply said it was 
fur Mr. Mann. Smith said that Assembly 
bill 207 was the one which Agnew offered 
him $200 to put back on the file. Bill 
Hunt told me that Agnew was all right, 
and would do as lie agreed. On the 7th of 
February was asked by Falk to advance 
the Glenu county bill on the file. 
He 
repeated 
the 
request 
on 
the 
next 
day. He said we would be fixed for doing 
it. Went to Hart, author of the bill, but 
he refused to have anything to do with it. 
Saw Falk talking to the Glenn county men 
in the lobby. Smith then detailed how he 
and Ryan had seen Falk undertake to 
make the change when he was stopped by- 
Ryan. Smith then went through his file 
and proved beyond a question of doubt 
that the file from 
the beginning of 
the 
session 
had 
been 
properly 
kept, and 
that 
no 
bill 
had 
been 
advanced or shoved down. His testimony 
was entirely corroborated by the Chief 
Clerk. One bill that had got on the file by 
accident was ascertained to have been 
transferred by mistake in the State Print­ 
ing Office from the Senate to the Assembly 
file. 
Smith, when pinned down closely by the 
committee, said he wanted to bc distinctly 
understood that bc was not before the 
committee as n prosecutor—only as a wit­ 
ness. He Was giving testimony and stick­ 
ing to facts. 
Mr. Moffitt, who was present, asked: 
“ Did you ever drop a bill from the file?” 
“ No, sir; I never did; bat you asked 
iue to drop a bill from the file.” 
“ What do you do with a bill when it is 
withdrawn ?” 
“ I check it off the file and the bill itself 
is put in the dead box.” 
Smith said be was approached every day 
by persons who wanted him to move bills 
up on the tile. No one offered him money, 
but all dealt in promises to pay. 
Mr. SUaen—“ Did you state before the 
committee that 1 had an interest in the 
pavement bill ?” 
“ Yes, sir; I did so state.” 
Shaen—“ Did I ever speak to you about 
that bill ?” 
“ Yes, sir; you told me that whatever 
was made out of it we would divy.” 
Sbaen—“ Did you ever write to Goodman 
regarding that bill?” 
“ Maybe I have. I think I have.” 
Shaeri—“ When Goodman met you the 
other day lie asked you what you had been 
saying. Did you not reply that you iiad 
been confused' and did not know what you 
had been saying?” 
Smith hesitated, and Sbaen asked that 
George Goodman, of No. 404 Sansome 
street. San Francisco, be summoned as a 
witness, with orders to bring telegrams and 
letters received from Smith of recent date. 
Siiaen—“Did you not say to me that you 
would take charge of the bill in the House 
and ’shoveit?’ ” 
Smith—“No, sir. The only thing I said 
about shoving bills was when you wanted 
me to shove one down and one up for 
Mann.” 
ta lk —“Did I ask you to destroy that 
file?” 
Smith—“Last Thursday you aske l me to 
substitute a page for a mutilated one, ask­ 
ing me to destroy the latter. I told you I 
could not without consent of Ilyan. I 
asked Ryan about it, and he said : ’No, sir, 
we will So what we can for Falk, but we 
cau’t destroy a public record.' ” 
Falk—” Did 1 ever mention tbe Goodman 
pavement bill to you?” 
Smith—“ You did, sir.” 
Falk—“ Did you not, on the contrary, 
come to me and ask me if there was any­ 
thing in the bill, aud say you bad been ap­ 
proached by parties interested?” 
Smith—“ Most emphatically' no. 
Y’ou 
came to me and asked me to advance the 
b ill; said there was money in it for both 
of us, and complained that I was not 
standing in with the boys, but allowing 
outsiders to get away with all the cash.” 
Moffitt asked Smith if he knew Frank M. 
Stone of San Francisco, and R. S. Carey of 
Sacramento, and if they had 
not ap­ 
proached him regarding the Seary bill re­ 
lating to street rai lroads. He denied having 
been approached by either. 
Smith then explained, in response to a 
question by a member of tbe committee,’ 
that it would be impossible for him to 
change the position of a bill on the tile 
owing to their system of checks, without 
its being discovered by the other clerks at 
the desk. 
Chairman Heath—'“ My attention lias 
been called to the following telegram in 
the San Francisco I 'u/t of this evening: 
Sa cra m ento, 
. 
Bulkelev. vou have deceived me in that 
m atter. 
’Unless you feml me twenty dollars 
on receipt of this Í will hurt your bill. 
E, J. Smith. 
Smith wouhl not say that he had or had 
not sent the telegram. He had sent a tele­ 
gram concerning private business matters, 
and he would go to the telegraph office 
with the Chairman of the committee and 
show him the original and explain its con­ 
tents. He complained bitterly of the un­ 
fair treatment he had received at tbe hands 
of the press generally', and of the Post in 
particular. 
Senator Moffitt addressed the committee, 
stating that the charges preferred against 
him by Smith were of a very serious na­ 
ture. 'H e wished to disprove them all, aud 
in so doing would bring Jolin Enos and 
ten or more equally reliable witnesses, 
who would testify to the character of 
Smith, and would show him up to the com­ 
mittee as a thief, a forger, a 
black­ 
mailer, totally devoid of truth, a tnan who 
should not be believed under oath. He 
would show by men who bad employed 
Smith in clerical positions that he was dis­ 
honest aud totally unreliable. 
He then 
cross-questioned Smith at considerable 
length, but failed to make any impression 
upon him. 
Ray Falk made his statement, which w a­ 
it lame affair, and corroborated Smith’s tes­ 
timony. He did not deny mutilating tbe 
file. 
He admitted he had no right to touch 
the file, and could give no reason why' he 
had done such a thing. The committee 
were quite charitable, and did not ply 
many 
questions 
to 
him. 
He 
said 
Smith was not at his desk. He thought 
H art 
was 
going 
to 
get 
the 
bill 
up out of order to read it the first 
time, and he was simply prepariug it for 
Smith. 
His explanation was so thin that 
tbe committee smiled, and asked him how 
much he was promised for doing it. He 
denied ever having received a cent, or a 
promise of any reward. He denied all 
of Smith's statements regarding 
Hig­ 
gins and his request 
that 
the mu­ 
tilated sheet 
be destroyed. 
He 
said 
he had beeu around several sessions of the 
Legislature, and this was the first time ever 
a Ireath of suspicion had been thrown 
aromd him. 
He denied knowing any­ 
thin; at all about the Goodman pavement 
bill. 
Snath—’-Whereabouts on the file were 
you giing to place the bill when you cut it 
out?' 
" 
Falfo-“On the bottom of the file, where 
it belotWd.” 
Smitls--" How could you do it? It w as 
two hour, before the close of the session, 
and you know the bottom of the file can­ 
not be mad- up until the close of the busi­ 
ness for th* d3V.” 
Falk—'“ I don't know.” 


Smith—” I thought not. That’s all.” 
Mr. Heath—“ Then you were acting a 
little blindly, were you not ?” 
Falk—“ Not exactly. 
I 
didn’t take 
it out. I had no intention in God’s world 
of doing anything wrong.” 
Mr. Ryan was recalled, and said that 
Falk had no right to touch or handle the 
file. 
He was simply Assistant Minute 
Clerk, and as such had to follow the in­ 
structions of Mr. Salsbury. Each clerk 
has his own special work. 
Mr. Moffitt, at 12:20 o’clock, said he did 
not desire to go on the stand until he had 
an opportunity to ascertain what Smith 
had charged him with, and asked for fur­ 
ther time. 
The committee adjourned to 10 a. m. to­ 
day.

F irst D ay o f th e G rand E n ca m p m en t a t 
L os A n g eles. 
[By telegraph. I 
Los A nheles, February 226.—About 3 
o’clock yesterday the Encam pm ent was 
called to'order, and, after the appointm ent 
of committees, the reports of officers were 
read. 
The report of the Departm ent Com mander 
calls attention to the continued prosperity 
of the department, which now num bers 121 
Posts and about 6,445 comrades. The de­ 
partm ent is congratulated upon the success 
of the Twentieth National Encam pm ent in 
San Francisco last August, and Post De­ 
partm ent Commander Backus, Chairm an 
of the General Committee of Management, 
having in charge the work of preparation 
for that gathering, is paid a handsome 
compliment for his m anagem ent of the 
affair. 
A ssistant Adjutant-General Taylor and 
Assistant Quartermaster-General Orton are 
commended for their faithful services at 
the departm ent headquarters, and attention 
is called to the increase of labor at the 
headquarters during the past year, coupled 
with the recommendation that the salaries 
be retained at the present figures—$75 per 
m onth for Assistant Adjutant-General and 
$50 for Assistant Quartermaster-General. 
' Commander Smedberg announced to the 
Encampm ent that he has approved the ap­ 
plication of the Contmander-in-Chief of 
the seven Arizona Posts for the creation of 
the Departm ent of Arizona. 
A memorial resolution in honor of Gen­ 
eral Logan was suggested, and feeling allu­ 
sions were made to the death of Hazeu, 
Stone, and other em inent veterans during 
the past year. 
The W oman's Relief Corps and the kin­ 
dred organization I n >wn as “ Ladies of the 
G iand A rm y of the Republic,” were com­ 
mended, and the progress of the corps, 
now num bering in 
this departm ent 36 
subordinate organizations, with a member­ 
ship of 2,400, was noted with gratification. 
The organization known as “ Sons of 
Veterans,” was commended, but the abo­ 
lition of m ilitary titles in the designation 
of rank was recommended. 
Commander Smedberg said the idea of 
turning loose upon the country a new crop 
of Generals, Colonels, Majors and Captains 
every year, simply because the wearers of 
these titles have held office in a society, 
is an absurdity which should not be toler­ 
ated by the Grand Army. 
The report of Assistant Adjutant-General 
Taylor shows that on December 31, 18S5, 
the departm ent num bered 80 Posts, with a 
m embership of 4,233; on December 31, 
1886, the Posts numbered 120, with a total 
m embership of 6,326, being a gain durin 
the year of 2.092 comrades. 
The retiring 
administration, between 
February 20, 1880, and February 21, 1887, 
gained thirty Posts by m uster and one by 
reinstatem ent, with á total gain in mem 
bcrship of 1,'JOO comrades. 
The Adjutant-General recommends that 
a departm ent relief fund be established, 
and that it be provided with money by the 
issuance of commissions to el! officers in 
the departm ent and Posts, for each of 
which a small tee shall be charged. 
The report of the Quartermaster-General 
shows the receipts from all sources during 
the year to have been $7,334 77, and the 
disbursements $6,681 83, leaving a balance 
of $<>52 94. 
Tiie 
Quartermaster - General 
reports 
$35-1 05 in the Grant m onument fund, and 
as the probability of the construction of 
the m onum ent seems very remote, while 
several departments have voted a return of 
sim ilar funds to the Posts contributing 
them, it is recommended that the Council 
of Adm inistration be authorized to use its 
judgment in making some such disposition 
of this fund. The retention of the present 
per capita tax of 60 cents per annum is 
recommended, but a reduction in the price 
of badges is suggested. 
The report of D epartm ent 
Inspector 
Johnson shows the various Posts all in 
good condition. 
The report of Chief Mustering Officer L. 
B. Edwards recapitulates the data of the 
increase of the department, and that of the 
Council of Administration transm its the 
report of the General Committee of Man­ 
agement of the National Encampment. 
In the Department Encampm ent a reso­ 
lution was presented condemning the veto 
of the dependent pension bill and calling 
on California Senators and Representatives 
to vote to pass it over the President's veto. 
The resolution was referred to a committee. 
The Encam pm ent took a recess until 
W ednesday m orning at 10 o’clock. 
To-day was passed in excursions to Mon­ 
rovia, A lham bra and other points of inter­ 
est in the vicinity. 
The greatest interest centers in the bal­ 
loting on W ednesday for the Department 
Commander. The most prom inent com­ 
rades mentioned are ex-Governor Salomon, 
who has the largest northern following; 
Major-General E. Gard, who has the sup­ 
port of the southern delegations: Major 
Horace Bell, editor of the Free lance i ‘or- 
rvjiine, and Major Charles F. W ilson.

Hop C u ltu r e .—More than a dozen times 
a week I am asked, " How m any bop-roots 
to plant on an acre?” and “ Do you think 
it will pay to plant Lops now ?” To the lat­ 
ter question, if your soil and location are 
suited, and you go in with means and a de­ 
termination to stay, I would answer “ Yes.’ 
But if one or both, or all three of these con­ 
ditions are absent, then, of course, *'No.” 
Hop-growing in W ashington Territory is 
yet in its infancy, and m any wilt doubtless 
fail and lose money on their ventures. 
I 
would say that 5,000 hop-routs should be 
planted to the acre, that is. if you want 
nearly a full crop the first year. ‘We now 
practice planting a double liili, so to speak, 
and afterward destroy one-half of it by the 
plow ; that is, we plant two roots on' one 
side of the pole, and three about twelve 
inches distant on theopposite. 
If the land 
is good and well prepared, large roots 
planted and properly cultivated, no fear 
but you can harvest 1,400 pounds to the 
acre, planting in March or April and har­ 
vesting in the last week in September of 
the same year. 
I have, in exceptional 
cases, harvested over a ton per acre the first 
year, under conditions as described.—Seat­ 
tle Intelligencer.

Industry

A laska.—The 
Alaska», in its report of salmon-catching 
for this vear in that Territory, says : “ The 
Kassilof cannery of the Arctic Fishing 
Company, on Cook inlet, ceased operations 
on t’ue 30th of Angust, vitbja catch of 29,000 
cases and .700 barrels, which were shipped 
to San 
Francisco per bark Corea and 
schooner Neptune. The tug Novelty, em­ 
ployed by that firm is laid up here for the 
winter. At Karlak, on this island, work 
ceased on the 12th of September, the out­ 
put being 46,000 cases and 2,000 barrels. Of 
these the barkentine Quickstep took 16.000 
cases, the steam er St. I’aul 19,500, and the 
rem ainder were shipped on the steamer 
Kariak. The whole catch of this cannerv 
was contracted for in advance for some­ 
thing over $200.000. The cargo of the St. 
i ’aui alone is worth nearly $100.000. besides 
furs from tbis district worth twice that sum. 
From Nushegak. on Bristol bay, we hear 
that the two canneries operating there have 
put up 34.000 cases, and a third cannery 
has been organized, to begin operations ¡ 
next year. 
This makes for three points o f " 
western Alaska 109,OCO cases.
